Howard Hoffman is coming tomor- 
row* You know in confidence the epeacial deadline 1 face, not only in printing but 
in what I must have ready not uach after Labor Day* My mother, wjo is in her 80s, 
is ailing* ill alone went to see her* I had just returned from taking Lil to the bus 
so my mind was on other things* In short I’m pressed and it is influencing my 
recollection. I’m sorry but I’ll get just about all if not all to you as soon 
qs possible* 

I have found several Kelley letters but the one in which you were especially 
interested is missing. It frightened me until I could pull myself together* Then 
it all came back* I’ll send the letters I’ve found and if you want them I’ll take 
time to dig out of a file at least 4 inches thich the letters to which I found 
mroiaarles in an index to this enormous government correspoodenoe Roffmar: made before 
he entered low school* 

The letters convey some of what you have and are interested in and set the date 
of the meeting at which we negotiated. I’d prefer that you use tho &3 only for sub- 
stantiation because I’m now in new negotiations for other withhhdl material I’d 
like to got without imrning fiixsv/them off* 

I began putting pressure on in 4966* As a result there wore some transfers by 
the Secret Service* The Arc! lives conned me as I believe the su varies 1 will be 
quoting show* I’ll be phoning you in the morning to speed it up, but this will 
also get into the mail then* They told me these papers including no tiling 1 did not 
already have. I explained the significance tonight* Barkley’s signature and veri- 
fication and approval* 

You will find that he, personally, dated tiie papers in his "accepted and 
approved" notations* 

The papers of which I let you have copies that are not covered by tho letter 
I’ll bo enclosing were transferred earlier, when I was applying preMsiuro and at a 
tine I was getting much electronic-media attention* What the cun r ing Archives cats 
did besides deceiving roe was to rlsfilo them* - Ky recollection 5„s that to lose them 
they put them with the copy that went to the Govemnicnt Printing Office. I Ac have 
records on this but what time getting them would take* If necessary I'll take the time* 

They did the same thing with the RFK autopsy authorisation, pat it in the wrong 
file* I got it by accident* I can oho* you scads of letters in which they alleged 
not to have it* 

I’m not starting at the beginning of this large caxi index but with your interest* 
I’m be quoting Howard’s suraiyof the /irebives’ letters to me only*

report to youj not in WC’s relevant files. 

IO/ 9 /fc - The original of the autopsy papers in CE 597 have been received from

in printed version of CE 397." (This lie is what threw me. I ought never, ever* trust 
any oi thesf?) Bate IO/lS/67, four days and before I could go in. 

Skipping Bo^e.utilos in which i kept pushing them they told oe 1l/l4/'68. They 
then described the aaterlal you have, only not completely. 7/29/69 they assured w 
Ko additional autopsy material available/" 6/l 5/69 they told no "you have been 
fu rnis hed with all papers re autopsy that were transferred to A by SS." I started 
a Dept. Justice push ana 10/51/69 they wrote, again Howard's sunmary^Have not 
received instructions from DJ or other agency to make any records of VC available 
ainoe you heard fr<*n DJ. 

But then on 1 1/12/67 Rhoads [ Archivist] to Aellay [secret Serviced on the 
stufi sent tor ne, to bo enclosed. Threat, death certificate Original and nix link 
f >poe °’ 'T® 0 ® 1 ** fo f Ird ;SBlo- these you have- and the original of a letter vou did 
not want. They than (11/16/69 sent me copies Eeliey's letter attachment! They 
adu neither *he originals or copies of the other documents are known to be in the 
recorus 01 tiie Vi.O. This includes aocunents you’ve requested end haven’t received."

At some point in here I discovered the originals with Burkley’ a signature 
misfiled in the fll* of copy that went to the Printing Office, tbs obe place nobody 
would ever expect. That, not the covering letter 1 recalled, which deals with the 
other docuAcdts, ic the source of those papers. Renee unluu^ Howard did not record 
itl have no covering letter on that, fioetaeless, the cited records do show the, 

transfer wliilo 1 wu.« pressing tc the Archives SO/ 9 /lQ _ so be memory holod until 
a got them# 

, . Thi ® particular file included the hciojprnph, iAo dertifientioas, the body 
chnrt, cto~ the papere with Burkley’s handwritten notes and signature. 

The mono of transfer uas given to mo by the Secret Service and intercepted 
and refluned me by the Archives until I was ready to file suit this year. I have the 
records* 

Separate from ho- 1 got these papers is you! interest in timing and oosnession. 

It does no 1 depend on Barkley’s own signature ana dating. You have Admiral Galloway’s 
letter* s-^ing that lie i- transmitting the last copy, that hhe Havy than retained 
not a scrap of JFK autopsy paper, nnd the Bouck receipt that wan part of cy bo sin- 
ning point. All within a day or two. 

There is too much for cither of un to recall in Poet »x>rtem. Bowaver, in it 
1 have my authorities for saying that '*ue»s aade haad-dellveiy to Burkley. Lil 
will be Pack Friday. Any time begln-iing then, with her records, abe can pinpoint 
this for us. But it really is true. Happened something llko 7 p.rn. 11/24/65, as noon 
as prectocol was typed.Thus Buikley used that date, not the next day, as he could 
have hau it been Galloway' s forwarded last 00 py.
